“There is no question about the legal-

“The next Legislature should amend 
the general election laws a little, but 
there is no reason for an extra session 
for this.

An extra ses- 
sion would cost $100,000 and there is no 
use for one.”

driving, by Judge G. A. Wurdeman in 
the Juvenile Court at Clayton, Satur- 
day morning. The Court, without rec- 
ommendation from the Prosecuting At- 
torney, paroled the boy on his promise 
to refrain trom fast driving and on 
condition that he pay the costs, $75. 


Attitude of Father and Ju 4 
John T. Milliken’ of 1150 Belt avenue, 


St. Louis, and Crescent, Mo., the boy’s 
father, told Judge Wurdeman that he 
had cautioned nis son innumerable times 
against fast driving, because he was 
anxious regarding the boy's safety. 

Judge Wurdeman replied that the safe- 
ty of young Miiliken did not concern the 
Court so much as the safety of pedestri- 
ans and others on the county roads and 
the streets of the towns through which 
the boy was found guilty of driving at 
a reckless speed. 

The Court, in imposing the conditiun 
that the defendant pay the <osts, re- 
marked that he supposed the witness«s 
would not claim attendance fees. i.n- 
mediately there was a chorus of re- 
sponses from the eight witnesses whw 
-had appeared for the State: “Sure we ll 
claim our fees!’’

MAYOR FITZGERALD 
WIRES BRIDGE TOLL 
WAS FOR AN AUTO 


‘Boston’ “oriole “he Explanation 
Sets Aside Free. Transporta- 


tion Charge.

Mayor John P. Fitzgerald of Boston, 
whose statement before the City Club 
several: days ago that he had to pay 
a 7é-cent bridge fee to get into St. Louis, 
caused much discussion here, wired an 
explanation Saturday. The discussion 
arose because it is customary to pay 
the bridge fee when one buys a ticket. 
He telegraphs: 

“Traveled in auto over bridge with 
Mr. Fiske and Mrs. Bullock. Sorry my 
remarks caused misunderstanding. 

“JOHN P. FITZGERALD.” 

R. A. Bullock, a member of the 
City Club Entertainment Committee, 
who escorted the Boston executive 
and his daughters across Eads Bridge, 
after his arrival at’ Union Station 
Wednesday morning, explained the 
telegram to a Post-Dispatch repor- 
ter. 

‘It was this way,” said Bullock. 
‘Mayor Fitzgerald wanted to see the 
free bridge and the river front, so we 
directed the chauffeur to drive across 
Kads Bridge and back. We had to 
pay 60 cents toll each way—35 cents 
for the car and chauffeur and 5 cents 
each for the Mayor and his daugh- 
ters, Mr. Fiske and myself.” 


Called Toll an Outrage- 
“The Mayor commented on this and 


declared it was outrageous to think that 
a great city like St. Louis should be 
operating under the toll bridge plan. 
He said nothing in my presence ab >it 
any bridge charge that he paid on tie 
railroad train in the merniag, but * 
suppose he discussed that. feature of 
his trip with the newspaper men.” 

If a passenger hag free railroad -trans- 
portation he is required to show a bridge 
pass or to pay 2 cents cash to cross the 
river. Some St. Louisans drew the in- 
ference that Mayor Fitzgerald had used 
a pass for himself and daughters be- 
tween Cleveland and St. Louis, when he 
was quoted as having “dug up” 3% cents 
a head to cross the Mississippi. 

Amount Merely a Mistake, 

Clinton H. Fiske, who also escorted 
the visiting Mayor's party across 
Eads Bridge after his arrival in §8¢. 
Louis, described the incident to a 
reporter. 

“When we started across the bridge 
we were stoppel, as usual, and 
charzed 60 cents toll, whereupon 
Mayor Fitzgerali almost had a fit.” 
saiq Fiske. “He sald to us, ‘If this 
was attempted in Boston there would 
be a riot.’” 

Fiske says the Boston Mayor de- 
scribed his trip across the bridge tn his 
subsequent speech at the City Club in 
such a way that his auditors might have 
assumed he was traveling on a railroad 
train instead of an automobdile. The 
mention of the toll as 3% cents a head 
was Merely a misunderstanding on the 
Mayor's part or due to a miscalculation, 
Fiske says.

The boy’s account of the ride and the 
shooting, taken in conjunction with’ a 
statement made by Riehl in a cell at the 
Deer Street Station, indicates that Fink 


and his companions took the rig after a 
thief had stolen it earlier in the evening 
and left it standing at Grand and East- 
on avenues, and that Rieht might not 
have recovered the horse and buggy if 
the boys had not taken the joy ride. 

Rieh! did not know this when he fired 
the shot which wounded Fink. 

Bullet Cuts Boy’s Flesh. 

City hospital surgeons say the boy’s 
condition -is not serious. The bullet 
merely cut the flesh. 

Riehl, who is held pending applica- 
tion for an assault warrant, 
Post-Dispatch reporter that his horse 
and buggy were stolen from in front 
of his home about 7:30 p. m. The 
Fink boy said he and three companions 
found .the rig standing at Grand anc 
Easton avenues about 8 p. m., “id 
thinking the owner was at a nearby 
picture show, they got into the bug} 
intending to take a short joy ride anid 
pring the rig back before the show was 
over. 

When Riehl! found that the horse and 
buggy had been driven from his home. 
he telephoned for an automobile and 2 
chauffeur. Riehl and his wife. in the 
automobile, started out to look for the 
buggy. 

Fires Shot in the Alr. 

They had driven more than an hour 
when they saw the rig standing on the 
north side of Easton avenue, near Tay- 
lor- avenue. Four boys were stepping 
trom it. 

Riehl fired a revolver shot In the air 
to attract a policeman. He then jumped 


the boys, later found to be Thomas Cal- 
linan, 14 -yearé old, of 4662 Greer avenue. 

While holding the Callinan boy Riehl 

f.red another shot. He said he fired in 
the air, but the police believe this to 
bave been the shct which wounded 
voung Fink. 
Callinan was taken to the Deer Street 
Station, a block.away. When Riehl was 
making a complaint against the boy, 
Thomas Draper, a druggist in the neigh- 
torhood, arrived at the station with the 
wounded Fink boy, whom he had found 
staggering in the streét. 

Rieh] was then locked up. He told the 
police that the revolver was not his and 
that he found it on the floor of the hired 
automobile.

Majority Members of Upper 
House Indicate Determination 


to Act Quickly. 
LAZARUS TIRES OF DELAY 


Opposes the A. & M. Project 
and Says It Is Time to Quit 
Dilly-Dallying. 


While Mayor Kiel’s Joint Free Bridge 
Conference is planning to indorse the 
latest scheme of the Alton & Mississip- 
pi Belt Railway and Transportation Co., 
to build the east side approach and 


lease it to the city for # years, at a to- 
tal cost of $9,000,000, a majority of the 
members of the Council have indicated a 
determination to pass at the earliest 
possible time the bill introduced by 
Counctiman John F. Hines, Friday night, 
providing for the submission of a bond 
issue of $2,750,000 to complete the bridge. 

Council President Lazarus told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the dilatory. 
vacillating policy of the administration 
in dealing with the all-important free 
bridge problem had made St. Louis the 
laughing stock of the country. 

Opposed to A. & M. Project. 

“It is about time to stop dilly-dallying 
with this question and get down to busi- 
ness,’ said Lazarus. “The sooner we 
reach a sane and comprehensive solution 
the better it will be for everybody. I 
am unalterably opposed, as I believe an 
overwhelming majority of the Council 
are opposed, to the Alton & Mississippi 
project. Why, if that scheme were ap- 
proved, it probably would plunge the 
city into endless litigation, to say noth- 
ing of the endrmous cost of the under- 
taking. 

“While the members are disposed to 
treat with Mayor Kiel and accept his 
suggestions and those of the other city 
officials, I think there is a strong dis- 
position to dismiss from consideration 
any plan for completion of the bridge 
which contemplates the city entering 
into a partnership with some private in- 
terest.”’ 

At the request of the Mayor, the five 
Councilmen, Arendes, Rower, Pauley, 
b.etcher and Koenig were reappointed 
to represent the Council on the Joint 
Free Bridge Committee. The House of 
Delegates also took similar action in 
regard to its members on the commit- 
tee. 

Six Months ang Nothing Done. 

Councilman Hines, who introduced the 
bond submission bill, says he believes 
it will be approved either next Friday 
or the following Monday. | 

“I don’t know what the Mayor's con- 
ference is going to do, but I think if 
it has a specific plan we should know it 
right away. 

“Just think! Six months have passed 
and we have debated and talked and 
debated how the bridge shall be finished 
and not a thing has been done. 

“The people seem to be having the 
laugh on the Mayor and the Assembly 
in this matter. I don’t suppose there ts 
a Councilman or a Delegate who isn’t 
Joshed because of our inaction.” 

Councilman Hines will introduce at the 
next meeting of the Council a bill to re- 
duce the term of the Southern Traction 
loop franchise from 530 to 25 years. Of- 
ficers of the Suuthern Traction Co. have 
consented to such an amendment.

CONCORD, N. H., Oct. 4.—Supplement+ 
ary briefs opposing the extradition of 
Harry K, Thaw were filed- with Gov, 
Felker today. With them were sub- 
mitted telegrams from the Governors 
of 33 states. all of whom said they had 
no knowledge of a request ever hav- 
ing. been made in their states for the 
extradition of a lunatic. 

The message from William H. Painter, 
acting Governor of Missouri, is typical. 
He said: 

“Executive Department of this State 
has no knowledge of record of extra- 
dition sought or honored for escaped 
lunatics or Insane person charged with 
crime where person sought had been ad- 
judged insane.” 

Thaw’s attorney set up that the re- 
quisition papers show no indictment 
against their client; that on the date 
of the alleged conspiracy to escape from 
the insane asylum at Matteawan, N. Y., 
he was insane and so legally incapable 
of committing a crime; and that on all 
the evidence it should be determined 
that the real purpose of New York 
State is to obtain the return of Thaw 
to Matteawan.

‘T chose 9% o’clock,’’ explained the 
President slowly, ‘‘on the advice of the 
Attorney-General, in order that the bill 
might be signed after business trans- 
actions everywhere, including San Fran- 
cisco, had closed for the day.

Promptly at 9:09 o'clock the President 
gegan writing and at 9:10 he had written 
the words: “‘Approved 3:10 p. m. 3 Octo. 
ber 1913, Woodrow Wilson,” on the one 
hundred and eleventh page of parchment 
containing the engrossed bill. : 

President Wliison used two pens in af- 
fixing his signature, one of which he 
presented to Representative Underwood, 
sponsor for the bill, and the other to 
Senator Simmons, who managed the 
measure in the upper house.

Customs Collector Gallenkamp 
Gets Rush of Applicants for 
Releasee of Articles. 


Operation of the new tariff law, signed 
by President Wilson Friday night, 
brought a rush of applications Saturday 
at the office of Customs Collector Gal- 
lenkamp for the withdrawal of a large 
portion of the $1,500,000 worth of import- 
ed goods in bonded warehouses in St. 
Louis. The saving to the purchas¢e?s of 
goods held in these bonded houses be- 
cause of a reduction in the tariff will 
amount to about $300,000, according to 
Gallenkamp. 

While the tariff bill was being dis- 
cussed by Congress, and it became cer- 
tain that the duties would be ~educed 
in many lines, merchants and whoie- 
salers purchased goods abroad and stored 
them in the bonded warehouses to await 
the passage of the tariff measure. To 
care for thig increased amount of stored 
goods a dozen new bonded warehouses 
were established in St. Louis in the last 
few months, Gallenkamp said. The nor- 
mal amount of goods so stored is about 
$350,000, but up to Saturday the bonded 
goods amounted to about $1,500,000. 

A large portion of the goods held are 
burlap and woolen fabrics, according to 
Gallenkamp, on which the duties are 
greatly decreased in the new act. The 
full duties under the old tariff law must 
be paid on the goods withdrawn now, 
and when the official list of duties 
reaches the Collector’s office, in about a 
week or ten days a rebate will be given 
to the merchants for the amount of the 
duty reduced in the new bill. 


Germany are held in the various bonded 
houses, and will be released in time to 
be placed on sale for the holidays. The 
full effect of the reduction in the price 
of toys due to the decrease in duties 
will not be felt until Christmas of next 
year, according to experts. Most of 
the toys for the coming Christmas were 
purchased and delivered before the new 
law became effective. 

Germany specializes in toys and a few 
other lines, according to Carl! Vollrath, 
of Hamburg, Germany, general agent 
of the American Express Co. in Ger- 
many, who is at the Jefferson Hote! on 
an American tour to study express con- 
ditions. A reduction in the tariff on 
toys will result, in his opinion, in the 
shipping of many more toys to the 
rece States from Germany, and will 


reduce the price of Christmas shopping 
for the youngsters. 

The Germans have a knack of mak- 
ing toys cheaply. and turn out,many 
pretty playthings, especially meé€hanica] 
toys, Vollrath said. By next year he 
expects to see the retail prices here on 
these articles reduced materially. Hard- 
ware, leather goods, woodenware, laces, 
hosiery and underyear, are other lines 
in which German manufacturers special- 
ize, according to Vollrath. A reduction 
in duties will enable these goods to enter 


competition with American manufacture, 
resulting in a reduction in prices.

The copy as given out by Penfield, 
with marked passages alluding to Mex- 
ico and Panama, was shown him. He 
rose from his chair in excitement. 


“Terrible Mistake,” , He Says. 
“What does this mean,” he enchaimes 


In a rising voice. “This is a terrible 
mistake. This thing must not get out, 
Miss Keller,”” he snapped, turning to the 
woman who sat at his left, who is the 
“chief of service’’ of: the Progressive 
party, “How did this happen?

Provision in. Bill Prohibits Gov- 
ernment From Disclosing 
Information.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oot. 4—Income 


tax lists of individuals and corporations 
will not be open for the information of 


local or state tax assessors, according 
to a provision in the income tax law as 
interpreted by Treasury Department of- 
ficials. 

Representative Hull of Tennessee, au- 

thor of the income tax laws, stated to- 
day that in no ctreumstances will the 
law afford city and state tax collectors 
information regarding incomes of in- 
dividuals and,_corporations. 
“The law is very plain on this sub- 
ject,” said Hull. “It provides a penalty 
of $1000 for any collector or deputy col- 
lector or agent of the Government who 
makes known the amount of income of 
individuals or corporations. 

“The Government will treat this in- 
formation just as confidentially as the 
information collected in the enforcement 
of the corporation tax law. 1 cannot 
see how such a law will result in tax 
dodging for the penalties provided in 
the income tax law are sufficiently se- 
vere to prevent any such thinf€s.”’ 

Law Forbidding Disclosures. 

The provision in the incOme tax law 
bearing on the subject is as follows: 

“It shall be unlawful for any collec- 
tor, deputy collector, agent, clerk or 
other officer or employe of the United 
States to divulge or to make known in

Speakers of the Legal Aid Society, urging the 
Board of Freeholders to provide for a, municipal 
legal aid department, charged that Justices of 
the Peace are controlled by corporations, loan 
sharks and time payment houses, and that it is 
a@ practical impossibility for a poor person to get 
justice in the “poor man’s courts.” 

Whatever may be the theoretic value of a mu- 


nicipal legal aid department, it is certain it would 
be of no practical use in getting justice for poor 


persons in corrupt courts. More drastic and ef- 
fective action than the establishing of a mu- 
nicipal legal aid department is needed to deal 
with corrupt justices. 

The Legal Aid Society cannot put its resources 
and energies to better use than that of exposing 
the Justices of the Peace it charges with sub- 
mitting to corrupt {hfluences, and bringing them 
to the bar of justice. No better service could be 
rendered to the poor whose cases go into the 
Justices’ courts. Justice for the poor cannot be 
obtained under the present system in any other 
way than by purging the courts of corruption. 

Some work fn this line has been done. The 
Post-Dispatch has exposed the misuse of some 
jastices’ courts for the collection of debts. We 
have printed facts pointing to gross abuses in 
some of the courts. Messrs. Calhoun, Davis, Kir- 
by and Mayer, representing the Legal: Aid So- 
clety, who made the charge quoted, must have 
facts to sustain them. What are the facts? 

Nothing is more important to the community 
than that the courts, from the highest to the low- 
est, shall be honest and competent. Corrupt jus- 
tices’ courts strike directly at the men and 
women of the community who are least able to 
bear or to fight injustice. If they cannot be 
purged of corrupt influences and abuses, they 
should be wiped out. An exposure of wrongful 
practices in these courts, if it did not purge them, 
would at least contribute to the success of the 
effort to reorganize the court system in a way 
to assure fair dealing to the poorest litigant. 

Let us make a beginning now. The Post-Dis- 
patch assures the representatives of the Legal 
Aid Gociety a powerful organ of publicity in all 
their efforts to this end.

SUPPLY. 
From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 
Winnipeg’s permanent water supply 
from Shoal Lake will cost $13,045,000, and 
it will take at least five years to install, 


consulting experts read before the ad- 
ministration board of the Greater Win- 
nipeg water district by Mayor Deacon, 
of Winnipeg, Manitoba. The report was 
adopted and the work will proceed at 
once, although definite action was de- 
ferred by the board for one week to 
enable the members to study details. 
The experts, who have been working 
on the problem since last April, are 
James A. Fuertes of New York, Fred- 
| erick P. Stearns of Boston and Ru- 
doiph Hering of New York. They find 
that Shoal Lake affords an ample water 
suppily for a@ population up to 850,000, 
and have planned a system to provide 
8,500,000 imperial gallons daily. Gravity 
will carry the water through a con- 
crete aqueduct for 8 miles of the % 
miles between Shoal Lake and Winni- 
peg. 

The last 10 miles will be through steel 
pipes to the Red River and through 
castiron pipe under the river to Vic- 
toria Park, and thence through the city 
to the McPhillips street reservoirs and 
to the outlying districts surrounding the 
city who are partners to the big scheme.

The attachment device racked Haynes’ 
brains for several days. When but a 
month remained, more by accident than 
by design he hit on the solution.
